How Dispatcher Called Down a 
Superintendent. 


A GOOD STORY IS WELL TOLD. 


Item« of Interest Picked Up From Va* 
rious Sources for the Benefit

“ One of our train masters told me 
a pretty good story the other day,” 
said Samuel Clark, of the Missouri 
jPaciflc general superintendent’s of­ 
fice in Kansas City to a Star reporter.
